The desire for municipal ownership is like a 


pestilence or that peculiar craving which has 
prompted man to make a beverage of wood al- 
cohol. As an academic or economic proposition 
every experiment in this field of municipal social- 
ism has been labeled poison.

tinues to enroll its victims. Is it ignorance, or 
malevolent persistence in the face of demonstrat- 
ed failure? 


Omaha presents the latest instance of the 


sackcloth and ashes of an excursion into munici- 
pal ownership. By a large majority vote—fancy 
the obsession!—the Omaha people decided to try 
il on with the gas plant. They had been paying 
$1.15 net for gas and it does not appear that an 
advance of price was contemplated or that there 
was any dissatisfaction urith the service. But the 
bacillus of public ownership got lodgment and the 
people agreed to take over the gas plant and 
issue bonds in payment.1 


Thevnet result, with the new gas regime in 


full blast, is an addition of nearly $5,000,000 to 
the city debt, with taxes to pay the interest and 
create the sinking fund—and gas at $1.85! A 
more lamentable and more expensive failure could 
not be imagined. It is- still the same old story, 
without one differing point of detail. What hap- 
pened in Omaha is what happens with municipal 
ownership always and, everywhere.

The boll weevil Is a decided menace to the prosperity and welfare of 


America. It presents a problem that must be met with patience, persever- 
ance and co-operation. 


While the onward march of the pest lias not been stopped, we have learn- 


ed by experience Low to fight It and if we will all work together, and all act 
ntelMgently, there seems little reason to doubt that eventually we can almost, 
[ not entirely, eradicate It. 


When the right methods are used, cotton production under weevil con- 


Itlons becomes almost normal. 
Ct*t Way to Fight Pert. 


"Hie best methods of fighting the vteoul are as follows: 
1. Pick the cotton as early ln\the fall as possible, and Immediately chop 


the stalkd and turn them under. Not only will this retuin humus 10 tht- soil, 
»nt It will deprive the weevil of Its food and foue it into Its winter quarters 
In poor physical condition, making It unlikely that It will sur\Ivo the winter. 


2. Select good seed of cuil) muturliiK \nrletles. Let your local farm 


adviser or your agriculture c-ollw aihise >ou as to the best variety for your 
ocallty. The earlier we pick our cotton, the earlier we can plow under the 
stalks and cut off the food supply of the weevil. 


3. Plant as early as the soil is winm on well drained land. 
4. Begin cultivating earl> and cultivate fjeminently until picking time. 
5. Hunt for and destroy the weevils us soon as tliev appear on the young 


plants. When the squares begin fulling to the ground, be careful to have

It It Important That Alfalfa 
Bt Cut at 


* Right Time 


By P G HOLDBN 


HEN possible to do so, It Is best to cut alfalfa in the late after* 
noon or evening. Dew gr rain on the freshly-cut alfalfa will not 
injure It. 


In the mornlnr the tedder should be started as coon aa moat 


of the dew Is off nnd before there Is any danger of knocking off the leave*. 
It Is often advisable to go over It more than once. 
" 


Alfalfa should be cut before U is In full bloom or aa aeon as the young 


Sprouts or shoots start to grow at the base of the plant. 


When alfalfa is left too long before cutting, the stems become woody 


ancf the yield of the next crop Is greatly reduced. In addition, the leaves, 
which are the most valuable part of the plant, fell off. 


The alfalfa should be raked and either put In the barn, or, If It !• not 


sufficiently Tiry. put Into hay cocks. It In u matter of economy to have two 
or three hundred hay caps, made of muslin one yard square, to use In cat* 
of bad weather. 


We may think this Is considerable bother, but there la no nae to grow 


alfalfa If we allow It to spoil. 


When we remember that good alfalfa brings us, in actual results, nearly 


aa great returns ns wheat bran, we can better realize the Importance of taking

car* of It. If any of ns had 900 "hay cocks of bran" in the field, we wooM 
take care of them, but when we have alfalfa we thfnk of it as "just bay." 


Alfalfa hay Is rather hard to-cure, but It can be placed in the barn * 


«n stacks much greener than any" other kind of bay. Twenty pound* of salt 
sprinkled over each load of hay will help to prevent heating and1 add to the 
palatablltty of the hay. 


Where alfalfa Is used for pasture, care should he taken to avoid pastor- 


fog it too closely; it should not be pastured closer than six inchea, and wtt 
should be sura to leave from eight 40 twelve Inches for winter protection. 
W* should not turn stock on It too early in the spring,
